Ali 
earnings above these amounts revert- 
ed to the government, As amended 
the. balance of earnings after the five 
per cent. dividend and the twenty per 
cent surplus will be pald, sixty per 
cent. to the government, to be used 
as a sinking fund to reduce the nation- 
al debt, and forty per cent. to be divi-

CONDUCTOR BLAMED, 


-. MAPLE, Ont, Aug. 1.—At the Inquest 
held here tonight into the circumstances 
| surrounding the death of G.T.R. Brake- 
man John Wilson, in\the Maple yarus 
08, Suly 26, the jury placed the onus cf 
tife fatality on Conductor Parker: for 
failure to protect the end of his train. 
Despite the jury’s finding, however, The 
‘World was informed that no further 
action would be taken by the crown. 

‘Wilson, who waa the front-end bruke- 
man on a southbound extra ‘fretghi 
train, was riding with the firemaa 41.4 
engineer in the cab when the engine 
Gashed into the rear end of a standink 
way freight in the Maple yards. Both 
the fireman and engineer Jumped i 
safety, but Wilson was caught in the 
cab and buried under the debris, ay'ng 
instantly. 

At tonight's investigation the crown 
called seven witnesses, 

Conductor Parker, who had bren sub- 
poensed, however, failed to put in an 
appearance, tho he was represented by 
counsel. 

Engineer Robert. Harman of the 
southbound train told the «vurt that 
‘he had received ‘orders to run. front 
Allandale to South Parkdale.

Alcohol Accounts For Four-Fifths 


of Kansas Convicts. 


LANSING, Kan.. Aug. 3—(Special.) 
—At least four-fifths of the prisoners 
in the Kansas State penitentiary owe 
the toss of their liberty to liquor, in 
the opinion of the Rev. J. D, (Jerry) 
Botkin, newly appointed warden of the 
institution. The new warden will 
keep two things uppermost in his mind 
during his supervision of the inmates 
—to break up the drink habit and to 
teach the men to lke work. 

Warden Botkin declares there are 
but two answers -ta™ the question, 
“What's he in for?” These are, he 
says, “H& got drunk,” or “He did not 
work.” 

“These prisoners may or may not 
have been habitual drinkers,” Botkin 
sald. “Quite often it is the man who 
drinks only occasionally that liquor 
gets into trouble, Its influence over 
bim \s greater. 

“Few busy men are criminals. They 
have neither the time nor inclination. 
I believe that work is a habit, and we 
are going to drill- work into the men 
here so that they will go out and con- 
tinue to work. We will teach every 
prisoner some definite line of work.”

In respect to the former. which 
will flourish on soils too poor for much else, we 
are told that the milky juice yields rubber, but 
in too small quantity to ‘‘bother with.” The 
bast-fibres of the plant, well known to the 
birds as nest-weaving materials, and to our In 
dians as thead, map readily be separated, how- 
ever, and when bleached yield as white, silky 
textile material, much like tlax and even strong- 
er. The woody materiat of which fourfifths of 
the plant consists has excellent qualities for 
paper-making if treated with a © soda : solution 
under pressure. From the seeds may be ob- 
tained’a large percentage of a drying oil, while 
the long silky down of the seeds is known to!be 
useful as an upholstering material. \ 
It has long been known in Europe, where 
the horsechestnut is a widely prevalent tree, 
that the juices ot its nuts furnished a lather 
that could be used instead of soap, and lately 
the saponine substance has been removed from 
the nuts and applied on a large scale to clear- 
ing purposes in textile factories.

. The new frontle: as agreed to. starts 
at a poin: on the old frontier, west of 
the Strumr River. follows the water 
nbed to west of the town of Strumnitza 
thence row almost thru’ the Struma 
valley to the Beiesh Mountains. and 
thence easterly in almost -a straight 
line to the Leste River, thus leaving 
the town of Sirumnitza, the Port of 
tugos and Kanthi. to .

Rear Admiral Henderson's proposal« 
will be generally adhered to.” Provi;

fessional advice’ will. be obtained Im- 
mediately regarding sites and plans 
and cost of works, 

In naval bases rifle cluds will re- 
ceive increased assistance as a scheme 
of national insurance on ccntributary 
basis. Among other proposals are 
that the postal department should be 
controlled by commissioners and by 
co-operation with the states regarding 
immigration on a basis of Deakin's 
scheme.

“The decision of the court of im- 
peachment, once made, is binding on 
every court and qvery person the 
State and must be @o respected and 
treated. Any attempt to Interfere with 
the jurisdiction or the proceedings of 
such court of impachment, by any 
member of any lower court—and every 
court in the state is a lower one— 
would be as futile aa would any at- 
tempt of a justice of the peace to en- 
Join the chief judge of the court of ap- 
penis from exercccising his functions 
as such chief justice. 

“The constitution has fixed this as 
the only way for the settlement ‘of 
the matters now pending. I know of 
no other, and I must, therefore de- 
cline to enter into any stipulation 
whatever with you on the subject.”

Gradually the trinitarian theory was

To be 
sure, it is understood that this lad has always been 
Snore or less a trouble and was recently. ‘released 
from the Industrial School; but though this be. we do 
not feel that it justifies or excuses the: system that 
sends the youth to the Penitentiary where he will 
be in daily contact with hardened criminals, [he 
boy—for he is nothing more than a boy—is one 
who possesses more than ordinary intelligence and 
properly directed, he should make a good citizen. 
Three years’ association with hardened criminals 
however, may forever ruin him. 

Why would it not be possible, if such youthful

which quickly engulfed the boat. Most 
of the passengers and members of the 
crew who perished were In their atate- 
rooms, abd there was no time to «el 
them out before the boat went down. 

The crew numbered 52 men. Cap- 
tain Cann and 40 men are on the Jef- 
Cerson, returning to Seattle; seven 
perished and Firat Officer Abernathy 
and three men /are standing by the 
wreck.

The 
Jefferson was only a short distance 
away when she picked up the 8.0.8.

There ts no possibil- 
ity that any of the missing’ reached 
shore.

OTTAWA, Aug. 19.—-(Can. Press) 
—Harry K. Thaw will be deportec 
from Canada under the present plany 
of the Canadian Immigration De- 
partment, becauss within the mean- 
ing of the Canadian Immigration 
Act, he is regarded as a “prohibited 
person.*’ 

It was late this afternoon wher 
the department was officially notified 
of Thaw’s apprehension and immedi. 
ately Inspectors Reynolda and F. E. 
Whillans were despatched to Sher- 
brooke with Instructions to watca 
the case and Inatitute proceedings to 
the above-mentioned end. The de- 
partment wired this afternoun to the 
chief of police at Sherbrooke to hold 
‘Thaw under the Immigration. Act. 

The act seems plain in regard to 
Thaw's case. There are certain 
classes who under Section 40 are 
n+ eligitle to enter Canada, or who, 
if they succeed in coilng so, are not 
permitted to remain here. The law 
states that {djots, imbeciles, insanc 
people or erstwhile criminals sball 
not enter the country, ana If they do 
succeed In eluding the offcers of the 
immigration department they shall 
be deported forthwith,

I let the express train 
have it, since it carried few passen- 
gers,” said the unassuming hero. 

Wise threw the switch, causing the 
express to/take a header down ‘the 
steep embankment of the approach to 
the bridge, and totally wrecking the 
engine and deralling the cars. Even 
then he was not quick enough to pre- 
vent the cof-catcher ‘from ripping 
into -ne of the vestibuled coaches and 
tearing a hole In it. 

The engineer of the wrecked ex- 
press, Henry Palmer, jumped as the 
train struck the derail, He landed im- 
mediately in front of the Nickel Plate 
train, but managed to roll off the 
track in time to saye his life. J. B. 
Hoffman, the Erie fireman, jumped 
from the other side of the cabin at 
the same moment and was also unin-

jured. 

The Nickel Plate No, 1 did not hesi- 
tate, but continued on Sts way at the 
rate of 35. miles an hour. None of the 
passengers except those In the coach 
which was struck by the cow-catcher 
of the wrecked train knew how nar- 
row their escape had been.

CASTRO IS CRUSHED. 


Ex-President of Venezuela {2 Defeated 
in Battle at Coro. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Aug. 21—

Castro, the former dictator's confiden- 
tin} assistant, Juan Liendo, and also a 
number of Colomblan and French of- 
ficers. ‘

remains unknown here. 

Unimportant invasions of -Venezue- 
lan territory continue to be made by 
rebels from across the Colombian bor- 
der. A few insurgent bands are oper- 
ating near Coro, but Gen. Jurado has 
asked permission to muster out a part 
of ais troops, Th entire army of Pre- 
sident Juan Yicente Gorhez still re- 
mains at Maracay, 60 milea west of 
Caracas.

With what eunniag did he introduce 
these wicked ‘nisrepresentations of 
God’s character into the creeds of 
Christian: people ‘during the Dark 
Ages! St. .Paul gauges the matter 
properly in the words, ‘‘The god of 
this. world bath blinded the minds of 
those who believe not, lest the light of 
the glorious Gospel of Christ, who is 
the Image of God, should shine unto 
them.’’—2 Corinthians 4:4. 

Even in the blessed twilight of the 
Apostolic times, when the Chureh was 
guurded from Satan’s delusions, 6t.

THE SPEAKER'S: MACE. 


Origin ef the Emblem of Authority 
Used In Congress. - ‘ 

At the right of the speaker's desk 
Jp the hall of the house of represent- 
atives tn the capitol at Washington 
stands a large cylindrical pedestal 
made of highly polished green marble. 

When the house ts called to order 
each day, the sergeant at arms or one 
of his deputies pinces upon the pedes- 


tal-the mace, which Is the symbol of |# 


authority tn the house. When the body 
edjourns he removes It and keeps it 
safety until the house oieets again. 

This mace is of very ancient and 
bvuorable origin.. Under the old Ro 
man republic the magistrates passed 
op foot from one place to another ad- 
Ministering Justice. trying public of- 
fendera and imposing penalties, 

Each of these magistrates was at- 
tended by a small’ body of men known 
as \ctors, whose duty it was to make 
way for the officers of the law, pre- 
serve order, make arrests and tnfiict 
punishment on condemned citizens. 

Each of these ‘lictors carried with 
him ‘a bunch of: rods tied together 
with thongs and having an ax bound 
to the’ outside of it” The thongs were 
used for scourging and the ax for 
beheading. Sentences imposed by the 
magistrates were at once carried out. 
Those bundles of rods were known as 
fasces. When the Romans conquered 
Britain the use of the fasces as a sym- 
‘bol was brought with them, and many 
other Roman ‘customs remained with 
the British people. 

While {t was no longer used. for tn- 
fiieting punishment. it continued to be 
Used-as a symbol by the early English 
magistrates, and when an ofiicer ap- 
peared carrying the ‘fasces his av- 
thority: was immediately accepted by 
all. It ‘was, in ‘effect, bis badge of 
office. (
